THE DEPUTATION TO ME. 


LLOYD GEORGE. 


Yesterday afternoon a meeting of the All- 
Ireland Conference on Munitions and Govern- 
ment Supplies was, held in the Mansion 
House, Dublin, for the purpose of receiving 
& report from the members of the d ion 
who waited upon Mr. Lloyd. George in 
London on the 10th inst., to urge upon him 
to give more munition work to Ireland than 
it had hitherto been receiving. 

The Lord Mayor of Dublin (Mr. J. Ma. 
Gallagher) presided, and there were pre

Among the letters. of regret received was 
the following from the Lord Mayor of Lon- 
donderry :— 

I shall with pleasure accept your imvitation te 
become a Vice-Presiient of the All-Ireland Muni- 
tions and Government Sapplies Committee, if I am 
assured that-it is goine to be an Ail-Ireland Com- 
mittee, and not a sectional affair. When you wrote 
some time ago inviting me to a. Committee meet- 
ing 1 assured you of my hearty co-operation, and 
you intimated that a deputation would likely be 
arranged to wajt on the Minister of Munitions, but 
I received ge invitation to attend this, and from 
the papers Í eathor that the deputation consisted 
of representatives from Dublin, the South, and the 
West, but no delegates were. there from the North 
of Ireland, which, I think, was hardly in keeping 
with the name of your Committee. Need I say 
that 1 shail be at all times most anxjons to co- 
operate in every movement having for its object 
the good of the country as a whole, but the claims 
of every district ought to receive full consideration? 

The Lord Mayor said the object of the 
deputation in going to London was to per- 
suade the Government to give Ireland a fair 
proportion’ of the vast expentiture in congec- 
tion with the war. The people of Ireland 
folt that justice was: not being done to this 
country in comparison with what was being 
done in England, Scotland, and Wales. Ire- 
land had not been getting anything like a 
fair share of the vast expenditure on the war. 
Mr. Redmond introduced the deputation to 
the Minister of Munitions, and they were 
They 
ut forward their claims on behalf of Ire- 
ead and.Mr. Lioyd George received them 
in a fashion which was very encouraging. 
Last Friday he learned that, as the fesult 
of the efforts of Mr. John Good, Mr. John 
O'Neill, and Mr. O'Connell, the balance of 
the order for the famous million of boxes 
had come to Ireland. (Hear, hear.) It was 
a great thing that the deputation was able 
to Náir si even that much—a matter of 
£126,000. He hoped this Committee would 
stick loyally together, and work for the 
common good. (Hear, hear.) 

At this point the Lord Mayor was called 
away to another meeting, and the chair was 

. John O'Neill, of Cork. 

poke of the objects. of the 
deputation. Their first requeet to Mr. Lloyd 
George was that the . National Shell 
Factory should, be immediately equipped to 
its full capacity—that’at least 200 machines 
and 1,400 hands should be employed. He 
was glad to say that they had got a definite 
promise that the extension of that fastory 
would take place immediately. The next 
request was for the establishment of a Na- 
tional. Fuse Factory in Dublin; but in regard 
to that, and to the establishment of a Na- 
tional Shell Factory in Cork, shortage of 
machinery and the difficulty of obtaining it 
were obstacles. Mr. Lloyd George had pro- 
mised them that a filling and fusing factory 
would be established in some part of Ireland. 
The deputation asked-for a shel] factory ab 
Waterford, or additional machinery for exist- 
ing factories. The Minister of Muntions said 
he would be prepared to make advances to 
any firm for the purchase of machinery. He 
(Mr. O'Neill) understood that some claims 
had since been made for advances. 
In conclusion, he hoped the Conference 
would go on in the way it had started, and 
that its members would forget that they !weru 
Dublinmen, Corkmen, or Belfastmen, amd re- 
member that they were all Irishmen. “(Ap- 
plause.) 

Major Crean spoke of the reception which 
the deputation had at the War Office. He 
said they were emphatic about a testing plant 
íor woollens,, and also about a receiving 
dépSt. This latter was a matter which Ire- 
land had been asking for over twenty fears. 

Rev. J. McMullen. C.P., proposed that the 
report as made by the preceding speakers be 
approved. Mr. Lloyd George was sym- 
pathetic, and he had given the deputation a 
promise, the fulfilment of which dependéd 
upon Irishmen themselves. A good many of 
Mr. Lloyd George promises had materialised 
already. (Hear, hear.) England was at the 
moment friendly and favonrable to Ireland, 
and he (the speaker) thought that the present 
was a good time for Ireland to press her 
claims for more generous treatment. There 
were two definite results of the gorge H 
the first was that the Conference had been 
officially sanctioned as an Irish Munitions 
Committee, with power to deal directly with 
the Minister of Munitions, and the second 
was the appointment of Captain Downie, a 
gentleman with practical, expert knowledge 
and unbounded enthusiasm in his work. 

Mr. T. Callan Macardle, Dundalk, second- 
ing the proposition, said the Conference might 
look upon themselves as a Royal Commission 
appointed by Mr. Lloyd George to help in 
every wav to bring the war to a speedy con- 
clusion. He could not help thinking that the 
Irish people had always been depending too 
much upon the Gtvernment and too little 
upen themselves. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. R. W. Booth said the deputation had 
received sufficient encouragement from Mr. 
Lloyd George to warrant them in persevering 
with their work, and in pulling together 
unitedly. (Applause.) ' 

Mr. W. O'Connell supported the proposi- 
tion, which was adopted. 

On the motion of Mr. H, M. Dockrell,

TRADE AFTER THE WAR.

Supply on the Civil Service Estimates in 
the House of Commons yesterday, Mr.
